NEW YORK. April 1.—Carmine 
Carbone, the 18-year-old boy who is 
accused with Frank Abarno of at- 
tempting to set off bombs in St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathed ral, went on the witness 
stand in his own defense at their 
trial today: In a weak, faltering 
voice he accused Amedeo Polignani, 
the detective responsible for his ar- 
rest, of forcing him to take part in 
the alleged conspiracy under threat 
that he would meet the “fate of the 
spy in Paterson” if he did not do 
the detective'’s bidding. 

He swore that Polignan! had con- 
tinvally urged him to commit viel- 
ence, had railed at him about the 
necessity of intimidating the rich, and 
had tried to induce him to procure 
the explosives with which the bombs 
were made. 

Carbone denied having anything to 
do with the manufacture of the mis- 
siles or knowing anything about ex- 
plosives or chemistry. He admitted 
procuring some antimony, but swore 
that he did this at Polignani’s de- 
hest. He did not know what anti- 
mony was, he sald. He admitted hav- 
ing written the word on a piece of 
paper, but sald that the detective had 
spelled it out for him. 

Pol had attended meetings of 
the Circle Bresci, alleged by the po- 
lice to be an anarchist group, and 
had there, in speeches, urged “ac- 
tion, declaring that they were getting 
no results,” the witness said. 

The detective induced him to at- 
tend a meeting of the unemployed in 
Madison Square, the witness testi- 
fied, and had there urged him to at- 
tack the police, 

Carbone said that the detective 
took him along Fifth avenue, where 
he had never been before in his life, 
and denounced before him the rich 
and the churches. 

“Every church we passed,” the wit- 
ness sald, “he would say ‘boom! 


he cursed and insulted the church. 
He said that priests and capitalists 
were in league.” 

When Carbone threatened to tell 
his employer of what Polignani want- 
ed him to do, the witness said the 
detective said “I'll fix you,” and 
threatened to denounce him as a spy.

But it, too, 
has a history. It ig a legacy from 
the time when the human upper lip 
was in two parts—a hare-lip, like that 
of the rat tribe. The split has healed 
up long ago, but the new skin is so 
recent in the history of the race 

hair refuses to grow on that fur- 
row 


When a fly settles on you anywhere, 
can you serenely twitch that patch of 
skin and shake him off? 
not, but once these old skin muscles, 
now almost dead after centuries of 
clothes wearing, were as active as 
those of a horse.

plant of Edward Stoll, lying between 
Slauson avenue and Fifty-sixth street 
and Estrella and Budlong avenues. 

The purchase price of this system, 
$1000; will be met by profits derived 
from the plant under city administra- 
tion. No funds have been provided 
the Public Commissioners with which 
to purchase the small independent 
water plants, but privilege is granted 
them to take over the plants and let 
the profits from them defray the pur- 
chasing cost. 

Edward Stoll, No. 814 West Fifty- 
ninth street, is the secretary of the 
corapany that owned the small inde- 
pendent system which had installed 
its mains during a time when it was 
impossible for the city to extend a 
system to provide the householders. 
Conditions which naturally affect a 
small, independent plant have fur-

Such is the outcome of nearly three years 
of watchful waiting. The one man who 
could have protected American life and 
property in Mexico City has been driven 
into exile. Conditions have gone steadily 
from bad to worse, as the foreign diplomats 
who recognized Huerta knew they would 
as soon as his regime was ended. But the 
idealist, then just elected to the Presidency 
of the United States, believed Huerta to be 
the chief obstacle in the way of constitu- 
tional government in g reunited Mexico.

THE RULES OF WAR. 


There are no Restrictions on the 
Powers of the Commanding General 
Whe Can Burn or Pillage. 
{Baltimore American:] The rules 
of war are as sharply defined, as clear- 
ly formulated and as generally recog- 
nized as the rules of football, base- 
ball, cricket or the prize ring. The 
only important difference is that in the 
game of war there is no umpire or 
referee with power to enforce his de- 
cisions, and consequently the rules 
may be, and often are violated. 

In the beginning of things and 
Gown to very recent times indeed, 
there were no restrictions, definite or 
implied, upon the rights of a com- 
manding general or the powers of his 
army. They might—and did—pillage 
and loot and burn and destroy as, 
and when, they pleased. No man. 
woman or child owing allegiance to 
the enemy had any rights which a 
hostile force was even morally bound 
to respect. “Leave them neither root 
nor branch“ was the universal rule 
of war. As mankind reached a high- 
er stage of civilization war gradually 
became more humane—or, rather, leas 
barbarous. Acts that had always been 
recognized not only as the right, but 
almost as the duty of armies in the 
field came, century by century, to be 
regarded as at least u like. 
It was not until the Civil War in 
America, however, that any nation 
undertook to formulate, codify and 
publish a set of rules for the guidance 
of those who play the game of war. 
In 1863 the War Department of the 
United States issued a manual of the 
laws governing civilized warfare—a 
manual which, brought down to date, 
forms part of the equipment of every 
officer in the United States army. A 
year later an international conference 
was held at Geneva, Switzerland, and 
the convention signed there by all the 
great powers, relating to the care of 
the sick and wounded, were the first 
internationally formulated rules of 
war. Seve:ul other conferences fol- 
lowed this one, but the formal “reg- 
ulations respecting the laws and cus- 
toms of war on land.“ which are in 
force today between the warring na- 
tions of Europe, were drawn up and 
agreed upon at the first and second 
170 conferences, held in 1899 and 


Edible Weeds of the Sea. 
[London Chronicle: ] The sea holds 
a vast reserve of food in its edible 
weeds. An American writer main- 
tains that every year sufficient nu- 
tritious vegetation flourishes and de- 
cays in the Sargasso Sea alone to feed 
the whole of Europe if it were har- 
vested and prepared in a manner fit- 
ting it for human consumption, “On 
the sea beaches of the United States,” 
he adds, “enough proteids are cast up 
by the waves to take the place of the 
whole product of the Northwestern 
wheat fields.” For ages past the Chi- 
nese, the Japanese and the Pacific 
Islanders have eaten a great deal of 
seaweed, and some varieties—euch as 
dulse and carrageen moss—ere used

UTCH BULBS. 
BY MILLIONS. 


{Christian Science Monitor: I Peeping 
an inch above the moist, dark ground 
of Holland today are millions upon 
millions of green sprouts from the 
bulbs to be shipped next August to 
the market in the United States and 
which nearly one hundred Hollanders 
now in this country are selling to 
seed houses and small growers from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, a whole- 
sale business aggregating about 
$4,000,000 annually, it is said. 

John B. Meskers of Hmegom, one 
of eight of these bulb men now in 
Boston, says that this immense ex- 
portation of bulbs from Holland was 
carried through last fall and will sure- 
ly go through this fall without inter- 
ruption. 

The bulb men in this city include 
W. J. Buurman and Simon Guldemond 
from Hillegom, Mr. 
John 
and Henry de lLeevuw, Theodore 
Grueliemans and Mr. Groet of Lisses. 
Mr. Meskers came to Boston from 
New York and is on his way to Chi- 
cago, making stops at the many com- 
munities between, where small grow- 
ers and seedamen are located. He 
will return to New York and thence 
go to Philadelphia, Baltimore and 
other cities. 

The aggregate sales of the Holland 
bulb growers in this country amount 
to between 200,000,000 and 300,000,- 
000 bulbs, for nearly all the tulips, hya- 
cinths, crocuses, daffodils, jonquils and 
many other forcing bulbs come from 
Holland. They cannot be grown in 
quantities In this country because the 
constant presence of moisture uninter- 
rupted by drv spells does not obtain. 

The shipments of tulips and daffo- 
dile are the The wholesale 
prices range from $3 per 1000 to $60 
per 100. There is a double early 
tulip of beautiful pink named “Peach 
Blossom” listed in 


“golden yellow sport of 
bloom, listed at $58. 

The bulbs for which orders are now 
being taken are growing in the ground 
in Holland, the straw covering hav- 
ing just been removed. The bulbs now 
being sold in bloom in pots in this 
country were ordered a year ago and 
were forced during this winter in 
greenhouses. 

The farms on which these bulbs 
are grown range in size from an acre 
to 600 acres. Being below the level 
of the sea there is a constant pres- 
sure of moisture up through the 
ground so that even when it does not 
rain and the summer sun is hot the 
bulbs do not dry up. 

The crops of Bulb stock are grown 
in rotation, ending with a rest of one 
year and then potatoes and peas. The 
farms are divided into sections so that 
the major portion will always be in 
cultivation, smal parcels going into

and potatoes and peas are planted. In
